7. The Library received a report from H. C. Eisenbeiss, 
Director of Central Reference Service, on expenditures 
in the first quarter of FY 1971 for OTR publications 
procurement. CRS will make this report available to us 
each quarter. The sum for renewals was based on sub- 
scriptions in effect as of 1 July 1970, and July 1970 
prices. The sum for ad hoc orders was based on our 
FY 1970 ad hoc orders. The sum earmarked for renewals 
is virtually used up; this is normal and reflects the 
fact that CRS has received and is now placing our orders 
for continuing subscriptions for CY 1971. The "amount 
spent for ad hoc orders to date" ref lec ts book purchases 
and purchases of a single copy of a periodical. The 
"uncommitted balance" is the difference between the 
total sum earmarked for us by CRS and the sum of the 
orders received from us through 29 September 1970.
